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e PRESENT SIMPLE 

? Do you go to university everyday? 

+ Yes, I do. I go to university everyday. 

— No, I do not (don’t). I don’t go to university everyday. 


(3 person singular) 

? Does she go to university everyday? 

+ Yes, she does. She goes to university everyday. 

— No, she does not (doesn’t). She doesn’t go to university everyday. 


e PRESENT CONTINUOUS 

? Are you going to university now? 

+ Yes, Iam. I am going to university now. 

— No, Iam not (I’m not). I am not going to university now. 


(3 person singular) 

? Is she going to university now? 

+ Yes, she is. She is going to university now. 

— No, she is not (isn’t). She isn’t going to university now. 


e PAST SIMPLE 

? Did you go to university yesterday? 

+ Yes, I did. I went to university yesterday. 

— No, I did not (didn’t). I didn’t go to university yesterday. 


e PAST CONTINUOUS 

? Were you going to university when I met you in the street? 

+ Yes, I was. I was going to university when you met me in the street. 

— Yes, I was not (wasn’t). I wasn’t going to university when you met me in the 
street. 


e FUTURE SIMPLE 

? Will you go to university tomorrow? 

+ Yes, I will. I will go to university tomorrow. 

— No, I will not (won’t). I won’t go to university tomorrow.
